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Three charged in deadly Indy explosion 


■ Henderson native, wife killed

INDIANAPOLIS - Three people 
charged in a gas explosion that 
devastated an Indianapolis 
neighborhood deliberately set 
up the deadly blast to collect a 
big insurance payout, authorities 
said Friday. 

The home’s owner, Monser- 
rate Shirley; her boyfriend, Mark 


Leonard; and his brother, Bob 
Leonard, were arrested Friday 
and charged with murder, arson 
and other counts in the Nov. 10 
blast that killed two people. 

Shirley, 47, was facing mount¬ 
ing financial woes, including 
$63,000 in credit card debt and 
worsening bankruptcy proceed¬ 
ings, court documents say. And 
a friend of Mark Leonard’s told 
investigators Leonard said he 


had “lost a ton of 
money” — about 
$10,000 — at a ca¬ 
sino some three 
weeks before the 
explosion. 

Investigators 
believe the trio 
had actually tried 
but failed to blow 
up Shirley’s home 
the weekend be¬ 
fore the successful timed ex¬ 
plosion, according to Marion 
County Prosecutor Terry Curry. 
The fiery blast destroyed five 


n homes, includ¬ 
ing Shirley’s, and 

spread damage to 
dozens of others 
in the Richmond 
Hill subdivision 
in the far south 
Jennifer side of the city. 
Longworth Curry called 
the explosion 
a “thoroughly 
senseless act” that killed Shir¬ 
ley’s next-door neighbors. He 
said the victims, John Dion 
Longworth, a 34-year-old elec¬ 


tronics expert, and his 36-year- 
old wife, second-grade teacher 
Jennifer Longworth, were “in the 
prime of their lives.” 

Dion Longworth is formerly of 
Henderson. He graduated in 1996 
from Henderson County High 
School, where he was elected 
vice president of his senior class. 

Randall Cable, the attorney 
for Shirley and Mark Leonard, 
said he was stunned by their ar¬ 
rest. 

“I’m just as surprised as every-

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President, 
Speaker agree 
cliff can still 
be avoided

WASHINGTON- With Con¬ 
gress in gridlock and 
stocks taking a fall, Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama is¬ 
sued a stern summons to 
lawmakers Friday to pass 
legislation to prevent year- 
end fiscal cliff tax increas¬ 
es on millions and avoid an 
imminent expiration of 
benefits for the long-term 
unemployed. 

Republican House 
Speaker John Boehner 
said Obama himself must 
give more ground to reach 
an agreement. He added, 
“How we get there, God 
only knows.” 

Congress was shut¬ 
ting down, and Obama 
was headed to Hawaii 
to join his family for the 
holidays. But both men 
indicated they’d be back 
working to beat the fast- 
approaching Jan. 1 dead¬ 
line with an agreement 
between Christmas and 
New Year’s. 

One day after House 
anti-tax rebels torpedoed 
Boehner’s ‘Plan B’ legisla¬ 
tion because it would raise 
rates on million-dollar- 
earners, Obama said he 
still wants a bill that re¬ 
quires the well-to-do to 
pay more. “Everybody’s 
got to give a little bit in a 
sensible way” to prevent 
the economy from pitching 
over a recession-threaten¬ 
ing fiscal cliff, he said. 

He spoke after talking 
by phone with Boehner 
— architect of the failed 
House bill — and meet¬ 
ing with Senate Majority 
Leader Harry Reid. 

Boehner’s office quickly 
issued a statement saying 
the Ohio Republican in¬ 
tends to return to the Capi¬ 
tol after Christmas “ready 
to find a solution that can 
pass both houses of Con¬ 
gress.” At the same time, 
spokesman Brendan Buck

NRA: Put police 
in every school 

■ ‘Only thing that stops a bad guy 
with a gun is a good guy with a gun’

WASHINGTON - Guns 
and police officers in all 
American schools are 
what’s needed to stop the 
next killer “waiting in the 
wings,” the National Rifle 
Association declared Fri¬ 
day, taking a no-retreat 
stance in the face of grow¬ 
ing calls for gun control af¬ 
ter the Connecticut shoot¬ 
ings that claimed the lives 
of 26 children and school 
staff. 

“The only thing that 
stops a bad guy with a gun 
is a good guy with a gun,” 
said Wayne LaPierre, the 
group’s chief executive of¬ 
ficer. 

Some members of Con¬ 
gress who had long scoffed 
at gun-control proposals 
have begun to suggest 
some concessions could 
be made, and a fierce de¬ 
bate over legislation seems 
likely next month. Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama has 
demanded “real action, 
right now.” 

The nation’s largest 
gun-rights lobby broke its 
weeklong silence on the 
shooting rampage at Sandy 
Hook Elementary School 
with a defiant presenta¬ 
tion. The event was billed 


as a news conference, but 
NRA leaders took no ques¬ 
tions. Twice, they were in¬ 
terrupted by banner-wav¬ 
ing protesters, who were 
removed by security. 

Some had predicted 
that after the slaughter 
of a score of elementary- 
school children by a man 
using a semi-automatic ri¬ 
fle, the group might soften 
its stance, at least slightly. 
Instead, LaPierre deliv¬ 
ered a 25-minute tirade 
against the notion that an¬ 
other gun law would stop 
killings in a culture where 
children are exposed daily 
to violence in video games, 
movies and music videos. 
He argued that guns are 
the solution, not the prob¬ 
lem. 

“Before Congress recon¬ 
venes, before we engage in 
any lengthy debate over 
legislation, regulation or 
anything else; as soon as 
our kids return to school 
after the holiday break, we 
need to have every single 
school in America imme¬ 
diately deploy a protection 
program proven to work,” 
LaPierre said. “And by that 
I mean armed security.” 

He said Congress 
should immediately ap¬ 
propriate funds to post an

Obama wants Kerry for secretary of state

WASHINGTON - President Barack 
Obama on Friday nominated Mas¬ 
sachusetts Sen. John Kerry, one 
of Washington’s most respected 
voices on foreign policy, as his 
next secretary of state. 

The move is the first in an ex¬ 
pected overhaul of Obama’s na¬ 
tional security team heading into 
his second term. 


As the nation’s top dip¬ 
lomat, Kerry will not only 
be tasked with executing 
the president’s foreign 
policy objectives, but will 
also have a hand in shaping 
them. The longtime law¬ 
maker has been in lockstep 
with Obama on issues like 
nuclear non-proliferation, 
but ahead of the White 
House in advocating ag¬ 
gressive policies in Libya, Egypt

and elsewhere that the 
president later embraced. 

“He is not going to need 
a lot of on-the-job train¬ 
ing,” Obama said, standing 
alongside Kerry in a Roos¬ 
evelt Room ceremony. 
“Few individuals know as 
many presidents and prime 
ministers or grasp our for¬ 
eign policies as firmly as 
John Kerry.” 

He is expected to win confirma¬ 


tion easily in the Senate, where he 
has served since 1985, the last six 
years as chairman of the Foreign 
Relations Committee. 

Kerry would take the helm at 
the State Department from Sec¬ 
retary Hillary Rodham Clinton, 
who has long planned to leave 
the administration early next 
year. Clinton is recovering from a 
concussion sustained in a fall and

Gunman kills three in Pennsylvania town 


■ Two more die before troopers 
take shooter’s life in gunfight

HOLLIDAYSBURG, Pa. - A 

man fatally shot a woman 
decorating for a children’s 
Christmas party at a tiny 
church hall and killed two 
men elsewhere in a rural 
township on Friday before 
he was shot dead in a gun- 
fight with state troopers. 

Three troopers in patrol 
cars were injured in a pur¬ 
suit that began after the 
gunman, driving a pick-up 
truck, fired at them, police 
said. One trooper injured 
a wrist and then was hit in 
the chest but was saved by 
a bulletproof vest. 

The gunman was killed 
during a final exchange of 
gunfire after ramming his 
truck head-on into another 
police cruiser, authorities 
said. 


The shootings began in 
Frankstown Township, in 
central Pennsylvania, at 
about 9 a.m., and investiga¬ 
tors were processing five 
crime scenes within about 
a 1.5-mile radius, authori¬ 
ties said at a news briefing 
Friday afternoon. 

Troopers were respond¬ 
ing to a 911 call of a shoot¬ 
ing in the township when 
they heard calls reporting 
at least one other shoot¬ 
ing elsewhere, state police 
said. 

“It’s going to take us 
some time to put this all 
together ... and know ex¬ 
actly what occurred,” said 
Lt. Col. George Bivens, 
deputy state police com¬ 
missioner. 

Authorities did not re¬ 
lease the names of the vic¬ 
tims or the shooter, though 


they did say the man lived 
in Blair County. 

State police said they 
were still trying to piece 
together a timeline and 
motive. 

The gunman and the 
victims weren’t related, 
though the victims may 
have been, at least distant¬ 
ly, Blair County District 


Attorney Rich Consiglio 
said. 

Besides the woman, Biv¬ 
ens said, one man was shot 
at a residence, and the other 
man was shot at a crash site 
where the gunman “used 
his truck and also struck 
that vehicle much in the 
same manner that he did 
to our state police officer.” 


Governor’s wife apologizes for letter in porn case

SALT LAKE CITY - Jeanette Herbert, 
wife of Utah Gov. Gary Herbert, 
apologized this week for a letter she 
sent to a U.S. District Court judge 
asking for leniency in the sentencing 
of a convicted child pornographer. 

Herbert wrote the letter on behalf 
of Ryan Johnson, who pleaded guilty 
this spring to one count of producing 
child pornography. On Dec. 13, U.S. 
District Judge Ted Stewart sentenced 
Johnson to 25 years in federal prison 
and 10 years of supervision once re¬ 
leased. 

In a statement released Thurs¬ 
day, the governor’s office said Jea¬ 
nette Herbert was unfamiliar with 
its policy of abstaining from writing 
such letters. 

Johnson, 34, admitted that be¬ 


tween July 2009 and January 2011, 
he adopted the online persona of a 
16-year-old girl to persuade 10 boys 
to send him sexually explicit photo¬ 
graphs of themselves. In return, he 
sent the boys sexually explicit pho¬ 
tographs of an unidentified female. 
Many of the exchanges included a 
promise of engaging in sex. 

Johnson asked his victims to 
include their faces in the photo¬ 
graphs. Over time, his conduct 
escalated as he asked for more ex¬ 
plicit images. When victims balked, 
Johnson threatened to publicly 
share the images already provided. 
The victims were between the ages 
of 12 and 18. 

In her letter, dated Sept. 23, Her¬ 
bert said she understood lawmakers’ 
interest in “trying to crack down” 
on pornography addictions with a 
“somewhat no tolerance approach. 


“But the majority of the young 
people that have struggled with this 
problem are good kids that have got¬ 
ten caught up in pornography’s ad¬ 
dictive snares,” Herbert wrote, add¬ 
ing that “a one size fits all law and 
punishment is not what I see as a real 
solution to the problem. 

“We need to make sure that the 
punishment fits the crime and those 
decisions are made on a case-by-case 
basis,” she wrote. 

Herbert closed by noting Johnson 
has a close, supportive family and 
that he “realizes that he must accept 
some degree of punishment for his 
crime” but asked the judge to “look 
at the merits of the case and take it 
all into consideration.” 

Herbert has served as honorary 
chairwoman of a philanthropic pro¬ 
gram founded by Johnson’s mother, 
Ali Johnson. 


Author, playwright Larry L. King, 83, dies

State touting resource officers 


Mason County is boosting police in schools 


MAYSVILLE, Ky. - A sheriff in northeast¬ 
ern Kentucky says he plans to increase 
the presence of law enforcement offers 
at local schools beginning in January. 

The Ledger Independent reports Ma¬ 
son County Sheriff Patrick Boggs made 
the announcement on the department’s 
Facebookpage. 

Boggs said that deputies will be as¬ 
signed on a rotating basis to spend some 
time daily at both private and public 
schools. He said after the massacre 
at Sandy Hook Elementary School in 
Newtown, Conn., he sought permission 
from school administrators in Mason 


County to initiate the program. He says 
the initiative does more than provide 
an increased presence — it will “get 
the students familiar with officers and 
the officers familiar with the schools” 
should an emergency arise. 

Mason County High School Principal 
Steve Appelman said school safety has 
taken on a new significance since the fa¬ 
tal shootings at Sandy Hook, and he has 
had discussions with the sheriff’s of¬ 
fice and the police department on how 
to make classrooms safer for students, 
parents, teachers and administrators. 

“I welcome any presence (of law en¬ 
forcement) that we could have,” Appel¬ 
man said.

Kentucky education of¬ 
ficials said Friday the Na¬ 
tional Rifle Association’s 
call for armed police offi¬ 
cers in every school is not 
the answer to school safety 
issues. 

Instead, officials said 
every school should have 
a school resource officer 
who is not only armed, but 
is specially trained to work 
in schools. 

“I support safety in our 
schools,” said Terry Hol¬ 
liday, Kentucky’s com¬ 
missioner of education, 
“however, no armed guard 
could have prevented the 
Newtown incident. The 
culture of violence within 
our society makes movie 
theatres, churches, post 
offices, schools, and col¬ 
leges prime targets for 
mass shootings.” 

Holliday said school re-

source officers are “part of 
the teaching and learning 
process.” 

Jon Akers, director 
of the Kentucky Center 
for School Safety, which 


helps schools develop in¬ 
dividualized safety plans, 
said he would refine the 
NRA’s statement to say 
that schools need resource 
officers, not just armed po¬ 


lice officers. 

SROs in elementary 
schools can establish re¬ 
lationships with students 
at a young age to develop 
trust, he said.

Suit: Louisville lounge denied access to blacks

LOUISVILLE- A restaurant 
emblazoned with the Mak¬ 
er’s Mark name is accused 
in a lawsuit of civil-rights 
violations by allegedly re¬ 
fusing to allow a party for 
a black group. The claim 
has stirred the Kentucky 
bourbon maker to distance 
itself from the downtown 
watering hole. 

Andre Mulligan claims 
in his lawsuit that he was 
making party preparations 
when he met with officials 
from Maker’s Mark Bour¬ 
bon House and Lounge 
last Aug. 17, the day before 
the event. The Louisville 
man, accompanied by his 
brother, was pressed to 
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specify the ratio of blacks 
to whites who would at¬ 
tend the event, the suit 
claims. 

Mulligan responded 
that all the guests would 
be black, the suit claims. 
Lounge officials then told 
Mulligan that none of the 
blacks would be allowed to 
hold the event there and he 
would not be served if he 
tried to enter the lounge on 
that date. 

The entertainment 
district, Fourth Street 


Live, flatly said it wasn’t 
involved in the alleged 
incident and said the res¬ 
taurant denied the allega¬ 
tions. 

The suit filed this week 
in Jefferson County Cir¬ 
cuit Court claims the 
lounge refused service to 
all blacks planning to join 
the party who tried to en¬ 
ter the establishment on 
the evening of Aug. 18. 

Mulligan, described in 
the suit as a University of 
Louisville graduate with 


bachelor’s degrees in po¬ 
litical science and history, 
was at one point denied 
access to the downtown 
entertainment district that 
includes the Maker’s Mark 
lounge. 

He claims he was told 
by security guards to “shut 
up,” that he was trespass¬ 
ing and would be “locked 
up” if he didn’t leave. At 
the same time, Mulligan 
saw numerous whites en¬ 
tering the entertainment 
venue without incident. 
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Rural post office 
being auctioned 

BOWLING GREEN - A small 
post office in south-central 
Kentucky is being put up 
for auction. 

The Daily News reports 
the building where Alvaton’s 
post office is located will be 
auctioned on Saturday, but 
that won’t mean the end of 
postal services at the location. 

Postal Service spokes¬ 
man David Walton says the 
agency says some small post 
offices are being considered 
for closure, but the Alvaton 
location is not one of them. 

“We have an active lease 
through 2017 and an option 
to lease for another five 
years,” Walton said. “So we 
are not going anywhere.” 

U of L law school 
receives $1M gift 

LOUISVILLE - The Univer- 
sity of Louisville Louis D. 
Brandeis School of Law has 
received a $1 million gift that 
will permanently endow a 
student-run clinic that pro¬ 
vides legal advice to the poor. 

The donation from Sue 
Ellen Ackerson of Louisville 
and her family was made to 
honor her late husband, Rob¬ 
ert Ackerson, who founded 
the Ackerson and Yann law 
firm. The clinic will be re¬ 
named The Robert and Sue 
Ellen Ackerson Law Clinic. 

Since the student-run 
clinic began, it has han¬ 
dled more than 500 cases 
while working closely with 
the Legal Aid Society. 

Man sues Louisville 
police for assault 

LOUISVILLE - A man has 
filed a lawsuit against Met¬ 
ro Louisville and its police 
department alleging that 
officers violated his rights. 

Rick Brent filed the law¬ 
suit Monday in Jefferson 
Circuit Court and is asking 
for compensatory and pu¬ 
nitive damages in relation 
to the incident at the Prime 
Lounge on Dec. 17,2011. 

Metro police spokesman 
Dwight Mitchell cited a city 
policy in declining to com¬ 
ment on the pending suit. 

Meanwhile, officer 
Charles Wheeler is facing 
a fourth-degree assault 
charge in connection with 
the altercation. According 
to a criminal summons, 
Wheeler was off-duty 
when ordered Brent to 
move from a seat at the 
lounge. The summons ac¬ 
cuses Wheeler of hitting 
Brent repeatedly when the 
man refused to move after 
Wheeler flashed his badge. 

House fire kills 
Rowan County child 

MOREHEAD, Ky. - A house 
fire in eastern Kentucky 
has killed a child. 


WAVE-TV in Louisville 
reported a family of six 
lived in the Rowan County 
home where fire broke out. 

A neighbor of the fam¬ 
ily said the mother and 
three small girls ran to 
her house, begging for 
help Thursday morning. 
The station reported the 
children had burns on 
their arms and a boy was 
missing. 

The coroner confirmed 
a child died in the fire. 

Five members of the 
family were taken to St. 
Clair Medical Regional 
Center in Morehead. Four 
were transferred to Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky Med¬ 
ical Center and one was 
taken to Shriners Hospital 
in Cincinnati. 

The names of the vic¬ 
tims were not immediately 
released. 

Counterfeit bill 
found in printer 
leads to arrest 

RICHMOND, Ky. - Police say 
a central Kentucky man 
was arrested after alleg¬ 
edly returning a printer to 
Walmart that contained a 
counterfeit bill. 

The Richmond Regis¬ 
ter cited a statement from 
police in reporting that 
19-year-old Dennarius J. 
Barnett was charged on 
Thursday with criminal 
possession of a forged in¬ 
strument. 

Police said that Barnett 
allegedly returned the 
printer last month to the 
retailer and a store em¬ 
ployee found a $20 coun¬ 
terfeit bill in it. When 
Barnett returned to the 
store on Thursday, police 
say employees called of¬ 
ficers who interviewed 
Barnett before arresting 
him. 

Police say he was taken 
to the Madison County De¬ 
tention Center.

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Classifying cannabis as dangerous drug false

KSP Commissioner Brewer per¬ 
petuates misconceptions and pro¬ 
hibitionist propaganda. Cannabis is 
not a dangerous drug. 

Richard M. Nixon was unhappy 
with the Schaffer Commission re¬ 
port 40 years ago because the find¬ 
ings were factually based and did not 
support his “drug war.” More than 
10 years later the DEA’s own chief 
administrative law judge, Francis 
Young, ruled against the agency in 
its attempt to prevent THC from be¬ 
ing rescheduled based on scientific 
facts. Two points Judge Young in¬ 
cluded in his ruling were: 

■ In strict medical terms marijua¬ 
na is far safer than many foods we 
commonly consume. For example, 
eating ten raw potatoes can result in 
a toxic response. By comparison, it is 
physically impossible to eat enough 
marijuana to induce death. 

■ Marijuana, in its natural form, 
is one of the safest therapeutically 
active substances known to man. 
By any measure of rational analysis 
marijuana can be safely used within 
a supervised routine of medical care. 

Research over the past 30 plus 
years has yielded informative re¬ 
sults. Check the results of a 30-year

pulmonary study by Dr. Donald 
Tashkin of UCLA, intended to prove 
“marijuana” was more of a cancer- 
causing agent than tobacco. The 
results of the study showed a lower 
incidence rate of lung cancer among 
cannabis-only smokers than even 
non-smokers. 

Cannabis has been used by hu¬ 
mans for thousands of years — for 
food, fiber, fuel, medicine and rec¬ 
reation. There has never been one 
death attributed solely to cannabis 
consumption. The medicinal proper¬ 
ties of cannabis were widely recog¬ 
nized in the 19 century and widely 
used into the middle of the 20th 
century. 

A recent insurance industry statis¬ 
tical analysis showed cannabis users 
to be safer drivers than non-users. 
This is apparently due to a combina¬ 
tion of factors. Heightened aware¬ 
ness of skills and lack of desire to 
drive in the first place are believed 
to be major factors contributing to 
the results. Unlike people who drink 
alcohol and believe they are unim¬ 
paired, the average cannabis user 
has little desire to drive under the 
influence. 


I challenge every reader to re¬ 
search the facts. The information is 
readily available. You don’t have to 
rely on politically motivated propa¬ 
ganda. 

Scientific evidence directly re¬ 
futes the misinformation being per¬ 
petuated by law enforcement agen¬ 
cies concerned about losing federal 
funding. 

If cannabis can help one pediatric 
oncology patient or prevent one vet¬ 
eran from committing suicide due 
to PTSD, who can offer a factually 
based argument for retaining can¬ 
nabis on the Schedule 1 list of con¬ 
trolled substances? 

The classification of cannabis as a 
“drug” with no medicinal properties 
and a high risk for abuse and addic¬ 
tion is false. 

Print the facts instead of perpetu¬ 
ating profit-protecting propaganda. 
Journalism has an obligation to the 
people to educate and inform, not 
to pad the pockets of the plutocrats.

Snowstorm 
in Midwest 
weakens, 
moves east

DETROIT - The first wide¬ 
spread snowstorm of the 
season weakened as it 
moved east Friday, but not 
before it dumped more than 
1 l A feet of snow in Michigan 
and made travel difficult in 
the Great Lakes region. 

A semitrailer went out 
of control on a bridge slick 
with snow, barreled down 
an embankment and struck 
a concrete barrier in Indi¬ 
ana, killing the driver. In 
Michigan, a school bus car¬ 
rying six children crashed 
into a tree that had fallen 
across a road in near white- 
out conditions. There were 
no injuries in that accident. 

The storm, part of a sys¬ 
tem that began in the Rock¬ 
ies earlier in the week, was 
blamed for deaths in at least 
five states. Snow was fore¬ 
cast Friday in Pennsylvania, 
and the system was devel¬ 
oping a second front with 
a mix of snow and rain in 
the New York City area and 
New Jersey. It was expected 
to “spin its way northward 
through New England and 
into Canada” into the week¬ 
end, National Weather Ser¬ 
vice meteorologist Brian 
Adam said. 

Aviation officials and 
travelers welcomed sunny 
skies in Chicago, where 
more than 500 flights were 
canceled at the two airports 
the day before. Only 50 
flights were canceled Friday, 
and a similar number faced 
delays of up to two hours. 

Utility crews worked to 
restore power in a half-doz¬ 
en states, but thousands re¬ 
mained without service af¬ 
ter heavy snow and strong 
winds pulled down lines. 
Some schools canceled 
classes for a second day. 


MALI_ 

Militants agree 
to cease hostilities 

BAMAKO -The al-Qaida- 
linked group that controls 
much of northern Mali and 
other rebels agreed Friday 
to cease hostilities in the 
areas it controls, a day 
after the United Nations 
backed a regional plan to 
oust the Islamists from 
power in a military inter¬ 
vention next year. 

Ansar Dine, which con¬ 
trols the northern cities 
of Timbuktu and Kidal, 
and a secular rebel group 
known as the NMLA made 
the concessions follow¬ 
ing talks in neighboring 
Algeria. 

The two groups vowed 
“to refrain from all actions 
that would cause confron¬ 
tation and hostilities in the 
areas that they control.” 

They also vowed to 
work to free hostages in 
northern Mali, where 
al-Qaida’s North Africa 
branch is holding seven 
French nationals captive. 

KENYA 

At least 39 killed 
during village raid 

NAIROBI- At least 39 peo¬ 
ple were killed when farm¬ 
ers raided a village of herd¬ 
ers in southeastern Kenya 
early Friday in renewed 
fighting between two com¬ 
munities with a history of 
violent animosity, a police 
official said. 

Thirteen children, six 
women, 11 men and nine 
attackers were killed, said 
police official Anthony 
Kamitu. Forty-five houses 
were set on fire during the 
attack, Kenya Red Cross 
spokeswoman Nelly 
Muluka said. 

Kamitu, who is leading 
police operations to pre¬ 
vent attacks in the region, 
said that the Pokomo tribe 
of farmers raided a village 
of the seminomadic Orma 
herding community at

SYRIA 

Rebels launch raid 
amid Scud reports 

BEIRUT - Syria’s rebels 
stepped up attacks on 
strategic sites including a 
sprawling military com¬ 
plex in the country’s north 
on Friday, while reports 
emerged that President 
Bashar Assad’s forces con¬ 
tinued to fire Scud missiles 
at rebel areas. 

Russian President Vlad¬ 
imir Putin told European 
leaders that Russia does 
not seek to protect Assad 
but that only a negoti¬ 
ated solution can end the 
conflict. 

Anti-regime activists 
reported rebel attacks on 
strategic government sites 
in northern Syria on Fri¬ 
day, showing rebel efforts 
to cut government supply 
lines, free up roads and 
seize arms from govern¬ 
ment bases. 

COSTA RICA 

In-vitro fertilization 
ban ousted by court 

SAN JOSE — A Costa Rican 
ban on in-vitro fertiliza¬ 
tion has been struck down 
by the Inter-American 
Court of Human Rights in 
a decision that reproduc¬ 
tive health groups said 
could lead to greater ac¬ 
cess to abortion and some 
contraception in other 
Latin American countries. 

The court said in a rul¬ 
ing late Thursday that a 
long-standing Costa Rican 
guarantee of protection 
for every human embryo 
violated the reproductive 
freedom of infertile cou¬ 
ples because it prohibited 
them from using in-vitro 
fertilization, which often 
involves the disposal of 
embryos not implanted in 
a patient’s uterus.

Escapee likely going 
back to same jail 

CHICAGO - A convicted 
bank robber captured days 
after a daring escape from a 
high-rise jail in downtown 
Chicago will likely return 
to the same federal lockup, 
though this time he’ll most 
likely be held in a special 
isolation unit, his attorney 
said Friday. 

Joseph “Jose” Banks, 37, 
looked tired but calm, nod¬ 
ding and saying “yes” when 
a judge asked if he under¬ 
stood he had been charged 
with escaping from a jail 
just two blocks from the 
courthouse. 

U.S. Magistrate Judge 
Sidney Schenkier also asked 
Banks, who had represent¬ 
ed himself during his bank 
robbery trial, if he agreed 
to let an attorney his fam¬ 
ily hired represent him on 
the escape charge. Banks 
paused, shrugged his shoul¬ 
ders and said, “OK.” 

Another man involved in 
the escape early Tuesday, 
Kenneth Conley, remains 
at large. 

The FBI said Banks was 
arrested late Thursday, 
days after he and Conley 
somehow broke a large hole 
into the bottom of a 6-inch 
window of the Metropoli¬ 
tan Correctional Center, 
dropped a makeshift rope 
made of bed sheets out and 
climbed down about 20 sto¬ 
ries to the ground.

N. Korea 
says it has 
detained 
U.S. citizen

PYONGYANG, North Korea - 

North Korea said Friday 
that an American citizen 
has been detained after 
confessing to unspecified 
crimes, confirming news 
reports about his arrest at 
a time when Pyongyang is 
facing criticism from Wash¬ 
ington for launching a long- 
range rocket last week. 

The American was iden¬ 
tified as Pae Jun Ho in a 
brief dispatch issued by the 
state-run Korean Central 
News Agency in Pyong¬ 
yang. News reports in the 
U.S. and South Korea said 
Pae is known in his home 
state of Washington as Ken¬ 
neth Bae, a 44-year-old tour 
operator of Korean descent. 

An expert said he is likely 
to become a bargaining chip 
for the North, an attempt to 
draw the U.S. into talks. Five 
other Americans known to 
have been detained in North 
Korea since 2009 all were 
eventually released. 

North Korean state media 
said Pae arrived in the far 
northeastern city of Rajin 
on Nov. 3 as part of a tour. 

Rajin is part of a special 
economic zone not far from 
Yanji, China, that has sought 
to draw foreign investors 
and tourists over the past 
year. Yanji, home to many 
ethnic Korean Chinese, 
also serves as a base for 
Christian groups that shel¬ 
ter North Korean defectors. 

“In the process of inves¬ 
tigation, evidence proving 
that he committed a crime 
against (North Korea) was 
revealed. He admitted his 
crime,” the KCNA dispatch 
said. 

The North said the 
crimes were “proven 
through evidence” but did 
not elaborate.

Mint testing metals to make coins less expensive

PHILADELPHIA - When it comes 
to making coins, the Mint isn’t 
getting its two cents worth. In 
some cases, it doesn’t even get 
half of that. 

A penny costs more than two 
cents and a nickel costs more 
than 11 cents to make and dis¬ 
tribute. The quandary is how to 
make coins more cheaply with¬ 
out sparing our change’s quality 
and durability, or altering its size 
and appearance. 

A 400-page report presented 


last week to Congress outlines 
nearly two years of trials con¬ 
ducted at the Mint in Philadel¬ 
phia, where a variety of metal 
recipes were put through their 
paces in the massive facility’s 
high-speed coin-making ma¬ 
chinery. 

Evaluations of 29 different 
alloys concluded that none met 
the ideal list of attributes. The 
Treasury Department concluded 
that additional study was need¬ 
ed before it could endorse any 
changes. 

“We want to let the data take 
us where it takes us,” Dick Peter¬ 


son, the Mint’s acting director, 
said Wednesday. More test runs 
with different alloys are likely in 
the coming year, he said. 

The government has been look¬ 
ing for ways to shave the millions 
it spends every year to make bills 
and coins. Congressional auditors 
recently suggested doing away with 
dollar bills entirely and replacing 
them with dollar coins, which they 
concluded could save taxpayers 
some $4.4 billion over three de¬ 
cades. Canada is dropping its pen¬ 
ny as part of an austerity budget. 

To test possible new metal 
combinations, the U.S. Mint 


struck penny-, nickel- and quar¬ 
ter-sized coins with “nonsense 
dies” — images that don’t ex¬ 
ist on legal tender (a bonneted 
Martha Washington is a favorite 
subject) but are similar in depth 
and design to real currency. 

Test stampings were exam¬ 
ined for color, finish, resistance 
to wear and corrosion, hardness 
and magnetic properties. That 
last item might be the trickiest, 
as coin-operated equipment 
such as vending machines and 
parking meters detect counter¬ 
feits not just by size and weight 
but by each coin’s specific mag¬ 


netic signature. 

Except for pennies, all current 
U.S. circulating coins have the 
electromagnetic properties of 
copper, the report said. 

A slight reduction in the 
nickel content of our quarters, 
dimes and nickels would bring 
some cost savings while keeping 
the magnetic characteristics the 
same. Making more substantial 
changes, like switching to steel 
or other alloys with different 
magnetic properties, could mean 
big savings to the government 
but at a big cost to coin-op busi¬ 
nesses, Peterson said.

Confidence hits 
five-month low 

The University of 
Michigan says its consum¬ 
er sentiment index for De¬ 
cember fell to 72.9, a sharp 
drop from the November 
reading of 82.7.

Hostess, based in Ir¬ 
ving, Texas, began shut¬ 
tering its operations late 
last month. 

Delta hiring 
flight attendants 

ATLANTA- Delta Air Lines 
Inc. is looking for up to 400 
flight attendants, many of 
them for overseas flights 


for next summer. 

Roughly one-third of 
the hires will be people 
who speak the language 
in some of the overseas 
cities where Delta flies. 
It’s looking for speak¬ 
ers of Portuguese, Jap¬ 
anese, Mandarin, and 
Hindi. 

Delta says it has re¬ 
ceived 22,000 applica¬ 
tions. CEO Richard An¬ 
derson says in a message 
to employees that Delta is 
getting two applications 
every minute. 

Delta plans to begin 
interviewing applicants 
in January, with train¬ 
ing beginning in the 
spring. 

Starting two years ago, 
Delta added 1,000 flight 
attendants, including 
recalling 425 from fur¬ 
lough. 

The hiring doesn’t mean 
Delta is growing. It has 
said it will do the same 
amount of flying next year 
as it did in 2012. 

Oreo cookie maker 
gives CEO $10M 

NEW YORK - The company 
that makes Oreo cookies is 
sweetening the pay for its 
CEO with a special stock 
award valued at $10 mil¬ 
lion. 

Mondelez Inc. says in a 
regulatory filing that the 
reward recognizes Irene 
Rosenfeld for “top-tier 
performance,” includ¬ 
ing the recent “highly 
successful” spinoff of its 
Kraft Foods grocery busi¬ 
ness. 

Mondelez, which also 
makes Cadbury chocolates 
and Trident gum, says the 
pay also is intended to give 
her incentive to continue 
delivering strong results. 
It includes restricted stock 
that will vest after three 
years and restricted stock 
based on the company’s 
performance. 

Rosenfeld, who took 
over as CEO in 2006, 
received a pay package 
worth $15.7 million as 
CEO of Kraft Foods Inc. 
last year, according to an 
Associated Press calcula¬ 
tion. 

Mondelez is based in 
Deerfield, Ill.

Town: Teachers 
can carry guns 

■ ‘I think it’s a great idea but 
I hate that it has come to this’

HARROLD, Texas - In this 
tiny Texas town, children 
and their parents don’t 
give much thought to safe¬ 
ty at the community’s lone 
school — mostly because 
some of the teachers are 
carrying concealed weap¬ 
ons. 

In remote Harrold, the 
nearest sheriff’s office is 
30 minutes away, and peo¬ 
ple tend to know — and 
trust — one another. So 
the school board voted to 
let teachers bring guns to 
school. 

“We don’t have money 
for a security guard, but 
this is a better solution,” Su¬ 
perintendent David Thwe- 
att said. “A shooter could 
take out a guard or officer 
with a visible, holstered 
weapon, but our teachers 
have master’s degrees, are 
older and have had exten¬ 
sive training. And their 
guns are hidden. We can 
protect our children.” 

In the awful aftermath of 
last week’s Connecticut el¬ 
ementary school shooting, 
lawmakers in a growing 
number of states — includ¬ 
ing Oklahoma, Missouri, 
Minnesota, South Dakota 
and Oregon — have said 
they will consider laws al¬ 
lowing teachers and school 
administrators to carry 
firearms at school. 

Texas law bans guns in 
schools unless the school 
has given written authori¬ 
zation. Arizona and six oth¬ 
er states have similar laws 
with exceptions for people 
who have licenses to carry 
concealed weapons. 

Harrold’s school board 
voted unanimously in 


2007 to allow employ¬ 
ees to carry weapons. 
After obtaining a state 
concealed-weapons per¬ 
mit, each employee who 
wants to carry a weapon 
must be approved by the 
board based on his or her 
personality and reaction to 
a crisis, Thweatt said. 

Employees also must 
undergo training in crisis 
intervention and hostage 
situations. And they must 
use bullets that minimize 
the risk of ricochet, simi¬ 
lar to those carried by air 
marshals on planes. 

CaRae Reinisch, who 
lives in the nearby com¬ 
munity of Elliott, said she 
took her children out of a 
larger school and enrolled 
them in Harrold two years 
ago, partly because she 
felt they would be safer 
in a building with armed 
teachers. 

“I think it’s a great idea 
for trained teachers to car¬ 
ry weapons,” Reinish said. 
“But I hate that it has come 
to this.” 

The superintendent 
won’t disclose how many 
of the school’s 50 employ¬ 
ees carry weapons, saying 
that revealing that number 
might jeopardize school 
security. 

The school, about 150 
miles northwest of Fort 
Worth near the Okla¬ 
homa border, has 103 stu¬ 
dents from kindergarten 
through 12th grade. Most 
of them rarely think about 
who is carrying a gun. 

“This is the first time 
in a long time that I’ve 
thought about it,” said 
Matt Templeton, the 
principal’s 17-year-old 
son. “And that’s because 
of what happened” in 


Connecticut. 

Thweatt said other Tex¬ 
as schools allow teachers 
to carry weapons, but he 
would not reveal their lo¬ 
cations, saying they are 
afraid of negative publicity. 

The Texas Education 
Agency said it had not 
heard of any other schools 
with such a policy. And 
the Brady Center to Pre¬ 
vent Gun Violence did not 
know of any other districts 
nationwide that allow 
school employees to carry 
concealed handguns. 

But that may change 
soon. 

Oklahoma state Rep. 
Mark McCullough said he 
is working on a bill that 
would allow teachers and 
administrators to receive 
firearms training through 
the Council on Law En¬ 
forcement Education and 
Training, which would 
authorize them to carry 
weapons at school and at 
school events. Other states 
are proposing or consider¬ 
ing similar measures. 

However, Michigan Gov. 
Rick Snyder this week 
vetoed legislation that 
would have allowed con¬ 


cealed weapons in schools, 
churches and day care 
centers, saying he seeks a 
more “thoughtful review” 
that includes school emer¬ 
gency policies and mental 
health-related issues. 

In Texas, guns have an 
honored place in the state’s 
culture, and politicians 
often describe owning a 
gun as essential to being 
Texan. At the state Capi¬ 
tol, concealed handgun li¬ 
cense holders are allowed 
to skip the metal detectors 
that scan visitors. 

Gov. Rick Perry has in¬ 
dicated he would prefer to 
give gun owners the wid¬ 
est possible latitude. Just 
days after the Connecticut 
attack, Perry said permit 
holders should be able to 
carry concealed weapons 
in any public place. 

Last year, many Texas 
lawmakers supported a 
plan to give college stu¬ 
dents and professors with 
concealed handgun li¬ 
censes the right to carry 
guns on campus, but the 
measure failed. 

Opponents insist that 
having more people armed 
at a school, especially 


teachers or administra¬ 
tors who aren’t trained 
to deal with crime on a 
daily basis, could lead to 
more injuries and deaths. 
They point to an August 
shooting outside the Em¬ 
pire State Building, where 
police killed a laid-off 
clothing designer after 
he fatally shot his former 
colleague. Nine bystand¬ 
ers were wounded by po¬ 
lice gunfire, ricochets and 
fragments. 

“You are going to put 
teachers, people teaching 
6-year-olds in a school, and 
expect them to respond to 
an active-shooter situa¬ 
tion?” said Ladd Everitt, a 
spokesman for the Wash¬ 
ington, D.C.-based Coali¬ 
tion to Stop Gun Violence, 
who called the idea of arm¬ 
ing teachers “madness.” 

As the debate continues, 
Harrold’s school plans to 
leave its policy unchanged. 

“Nothing is 100 percent 
at all.... But hope makes for 
a terrible plan, hoping that 
(a tragedy) won’t happen,” 
Thweatt said. “My ques¬ 
tion is: What have you 
done about it? How have 
you planned?” 


Warning signs 
often present 
before violence 
is committed

Experts say there are 
warning signs that a stu¬ 
dent or young adult might 
be prone to committing a 
violent act. But they cau¬ 
tion that youths who ex¬ 
hibit some or even many 
of those behaviors and 
attitudes are not neces¬ 
sarily destined to become 
violent. 

What is crucial for par¬ 
ents, friends, teachers and 
others is to detect changes 
in behavior and to inter¬ 
vene before harm occurs. 

According to Ken 
Trump, president of the 
National School Safety and 
Security Services consult¬ 
ing firm; the FBI’s National 
Center for the Analysis of 
Violent Crime, and others, 
here are some indicators to 
look out for: 

■ Recurrent themes 
of destruction, violence, 
hopelessness, hatred, 
loneliness or nihilism in a 
student’s writing, artwork 
or conversation 

■ Unpredictable, uncon¬ 
trolled or out of proportion 
outbursts of anger 

■ Lack of empathy for 
feelings of others 

■ Access to weapons or 
explosives 

■ Turbulent parent- 
child relationship 

■ History of being bul¬ 
lied 

■ Overwhelming feel¬ 
ings of rejection or humili¬ 
ation after the end of a love 
relationship 

■ Low tolerance for 
frustration, poor coping 
skills and a lack of resil¬ 
iency 

■ Refuses to take re¬ 
sponsibility for his or 
her actions and typically 
blames other people, 
events or situations for any 
failings or shortcomings. 


Pension funds reconsider 
investments in gun makers

ALBANY, N.Y. - From 
California to New York, 
teacher and public-worker 
retirement funds are re¬ 
considering their invest¬ 
ments in gun makers and 
confronting an uncom¬ 
fortable fact: Their pen¬ 
sions have supported the 
manufacture of deadly 
weapons, in some cases 
the same type of gun used 
in the Connecticut school 
shooting. 

For years, the gun in¬ 
dustry has been a reliable 
investment, attracting tens 
of millions of dollars from 
some of the nation’s larg¬ 
est retirement funds. The 
firearms business has been 
strong, driven by relaxed 
laws for carrying con¬ 
cealed handguns and by 
buyers who feared that 
tighter gun restrictions 
were more likely under 
President Obama. 

But after the bloodbath 
in Connecticut, the prac¬ 
tice is under review in at 
least four states, including 
two of the most populous, 
California and New York. 

Although the amount 
of money involved is rel¬ 
atively small compared 
with the size of the pen¬ 
sion funds, it has raised 
questions about the social 
responsibilities of huge re¬ 
tirement systems that in¬ 
vest on behalf of millions 
of American workers. 

“It’s a bad investment 
to put money behind com¬ 
panies that put military- 
grade weapons on our 
streets and refuse to take 
responsibility for the out¬ 
come,” said New York City 
Public Advocate Bill de 
Blasio. “We should not be 
giving capital to an indus¬ 
try that is responsible for 
the deaths of thousands of 
Americans each year... it’s 
our moral responsibility.” 

New York state Comp¬ 
troller Thomas DiNapoli, 
who has sometimes wield¬ 
ed the state’s $150.1 bil¬ 
lion pension fund to urge 
companies to change their 


practices, is now review¬ 
ing nearly $12 million in¬ 
vested in firearms compa¬ 
nies, which have seen their 
stocks plummet since the 
attack. 

If they decide to dump 
the investments, the pro¬ 
cess is more complicated 
than merely liquidating 
stocks. Fund managers are 
required by law to invest 
in profitable companies, 
often without any specific 
power to consider social or 
ethical issues. 

The California State 
Teachers’ Retirement Sys¬ 
tem announced Tuesday 
that it would review in¬ 
vestments in the national 
and international firearms 
business. 

That system had invest¬ 
ed $600 million in the pri¬ 
vate equity firm Cerberus 
Capital Management, 
which on the same day put 
up for sale the gun maker 
known as Freedom Group 
International, manufac¬ 
turer of the Bushmaster 
AR-15 military-style rifle, 
the weapon Adam Lanza 
used to kill 26 people at 
Sandy Hook Elementary 
School in Newtown, Conn. 

The California retire¬ 
ment fund also owns 
shares of Sturm, Ruger & 
Co. and Smith & Wesson 
Holding Corp., two pub¬ 
licly traded gun manufac¬ 
turers. Neither company 
responded to requests for 
comment Wednesday. 

The New York State 
Teachers’ Retirement 
System holds nearly $3.4 
million in Sturm Ruger 
& Co. and nearly $3 mil¬ 
lion in Olin Corp, which 
manufacturers Winchester 
arms. That’s out of total as¬ 
sets worth $38.1 billion. A 
spokesman for the teach¬ 
ers’ fund said the invest¬ 
ment is “passive” and in¬ 
cluded in an index of funds. 

Other gun makers, such 
as Sig Sauer and Colt, are 
privately held and even 
though regular investors 
generally can’t invest in 
private companies, pen¬ 
sion funds often do. 

In Pennsylvania, the 


teachers’ pension fund 
reacted quickly, contact¬ 
ing Cerberus about the 
Freedom Group even be¬ 
fore the equity firm an¬ 
nounced it was selling the 
gun maker. 

The Pennsylvania fund 
has less than $2 million 
invested in Cerberus, and 
those holdings will soon 
be liquidated, an official 
said. Although the fund 
has no social investment 
policy, its board members 
became concerned after 
the Connecticut attack. 

Freedom Group has 
lost money in four of the 
last five years but claims 
to be the biggest maker of 
“modern sporting rifles,” 
the industry’s term for 
military-style weapons. It 
estimates the market for 
those weapons has grown 
27 percent a year from 
2007 through 2011. 

The company said it saw 
a “surge” of sales in 2009, 
Obama’s first year in office. 
FBI background checks 
are a rough proxy for gun 
sales. So far this year, the 
agency has already done 
16.8 million, double the 
number it performed in 
2003.

said, “we remain hopeful 
he (Obama) is finally ready 
to get serious about avert¬ 
ing the fiscal cliff.” 

At the White House, 
Obama projected opti¬ 
mism as he struggled to 
deal with the wreckage 
of weeks of failed nego¬ 
tiations and political ma¬ 
neuvering. “So call me a 
hopeless optimist, but I 
actually still think we can 
get it done,” he said of an 
elusive deal. 

The president spoke at 
the end of a day in which 
stocks tumbled and con¬ 
gressional leaders squab¬ 
bled as the fiscal cliff drew 
implacably closer. 


Boehner spoke in the 
morning, describing the 
increasingly tangled at¬ 
tempts to beat the Jan. 1 
deadline and head off the 
perilous combination of 
across-the-board tax hikes 
and deep spending cuts. 

Obama spoke shortly 
before a scheduled de¬ 
parture to join his family 
in Hawaii for Christmas, 
but in an indication of the 
importance of the issue, 
he told reporters he would 
be returning to the White 
House next week. 

He said that in his ne¬ 
gotiations with Boehner, 
he had offered to meet Re¬ 
publicans halfway when it 
came to taxes, and “more 
than halfway” toward 
their target for spending 
cuts. 


He said he remains com¬ 
mitted to working toward 
a goal of longer-term defi¬ 
cit reduction, but in the 
meantime he said quick 
action is needed to keep 
taxes from rising for tens 
of millions. 

“Averting this middle 
class tax hike is not a Dem¬ 
ocratic responsibility or a 
Republican responsibil¬ 
ity. With their votes, the 
American people have 
decided that government 
is a shared responsibil¬ 
ity,” he said, referring to a 
Congress where power is 
divided between the two 
parties. 

“We move forward to¬ 
gether or we don’t move 
forward at all,” he added. 

Progress was invisible 
one day after House Re¬ 


publican rebels thwarted 
Boehner’s plan to pre¬ 
vent tax increases for all 
but the nation’s million- 
dollar earners. And while 
neither House is expected 
to meet again until after 
Christmas, officials in both 
parties said there was still 
time to prevent the chang¬ 
es from kicking in with the 
new year. 

Yet they pointedly dis¬ 
agreed which side needed 
to make the first move. 

“It’s time for the speak¬ 
er and all Republicans to 
return to the negotiating 
table,” said Senate Demo¬ 
cratic leader Reid. 

He said that, for now, 
Boehner should allow a 
vote on legislation that 
would block all tax in¬ 
creases except for in¬ 


dividuals making more 
than $200,000 and couples 
making $250,000 — the 
position that Obama car¬ 
ried through his successful 
campaign for re-election. 

Reid said it would pass 
the House with votes from 
lawmakers from both par¬ 
ties, and, separately, some 
Democrats said it was 
possible similar legisla¬ 
tion may yet be launched 
in the Senate. 

Moments later, Senate 
Republican leader Mitch 
McConnell said Demo¬ 
crats had “spent all day 
yesterday defeating” the 
legislation in the House 
— even though Boehner 
himself said it had been 
deep-sixed by GOP oppo¬ 
sition. 

Countering Reid’s offer, 


McConnell said the Senate 
should pass legislation ex¬ 
tending tax cuts at all in¬ 
come levels and requiring 
a comprehensive overhaul 
of the tax code. Beyond 
that, he said, “’’Look: It’s 
the president’s job to find 
a solution that can pass 
Congress. He’s the only 
one who can do it.” 

The developments 
marked yet another baf¬ 
fling turn in a week that 
began with news that 
Obama and Boehner had 
significantly narrowed 
their differences on a plan 
to erase the cliff. Both 
were offering a cut in tax¬ 
es for most Americans, 
an increase for a relative 
few and cuts of roughly $1 
trillion in spending over a 
year.

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one else that they’ve made 
an arrest. My clients have 
consistently indicated 
their innocence,” he said. 

Shirley and the Leon¬ 
ard brothers face two 
counts of murder as well 
as 33 counts of arson — 
one count for each of the 
homes damaged so badly 
that officials have ordered 
their demolition. 

Curry said his office 
would review whether to 
pursue the death penalty 
or life in prison without 
parole against the three, 
who are scheduled to ap¬ 
pear in court Monday. 

Shirley and Mark Leon¬ 
ard, 43, also face two 
counts of conspiracy to 
commit arson, while Bob 
Leonard, 54, faces a single 
count. Curry said the con¬ 
spiracy charges stem from 
the failed explosion. 

He said investigators 
determined that Shirley’s 
home filled up with gas 
after a gas fireplace valve 
and a gas line regulator 
were removed. A micro- 
wave, apparently set to 
start on a timer, sparked 
the explosion, he said. 

On Friday, workers us¬ 
ing heavy equipment were 
removing debris from 
razed homes in the neigh¬ 
borhood. 

Doug Aldridge, the 
head of the Richmond 
Hill’s crime watch group, 
said after a neighborhood 
meeting that the allega¬ 
tions are “more than we 
anticipated.” 

“Sometimes money 
makes people do stupid 
stuff,” Aldridge said. 

Investigators found that 
in December 2011, Shirley’s 
home insurance policy for 


personal property was in¬ 
creased to $304,000 — an 
amount that was in addi¬ 
tion to the coverage for 
the home itself, according 
to court documents. 

A probable cause affi¬ 
davit says Shirley filed for 
bankruptcy this year but 
stopped making her court- 
arranged payments and 
failed to appear at a July 
bankruptcy hearing. The 
home’s original loan was 
for $116,000 and a second 
mortgage was taken out on 
the home for $65,000, the 
affidavit also says. 

A friend of Mark Leon¬ 
ard’s also told investiga¬ 
tors that Leonard would 
surf online dating sites 
“and located older, heavi¬ 
er women, wine and dine 
them,” then borrowed 
money and never paid 
them back, according to 
the affidavit. 

The friend said Shirley 


was aware of the schem¬ 
ing “and was OK with it 
so long as he did not sleep 
with the women,” the af¬ 
fidavit says. 

Leonard has a criminal 
record that includes stalk¬ 
ing and intimidation and 
convictions on dealing and 
possessing cocaine, ac¬ 
cording to prison records. 

Two men, one fitting 
Bob Leonard’s descrip¬ 
tion, were seen at Shirley’s 
home the day of the explo¬ 
sion, and Curry indicated 
investigators believe that’s 
when the gas line and 
valve were tampered with. 
He said authorities are still 
trying to determine the 
second man’s identity. 

Curry said that the day 
before the blast, the broth¬ 
ers asked an employee of 
local gas utility Citizens 
Energy several questions, 
“including the differences 
between propane and 


natural gas, the role of a 
regulator in a house and 
controlling the flow of 
natural gas and how much 
gas it would require to fill 
a house.” 

Curry said Shirley and 
her boyfriend had fol¬ 
lowed the same pattern 
two weekends in a row, 
visiting a southern Indi¬ 
ana casino, dropping off 
Shirley’s daughter with a 
baby sitter and boarding 
the family’s cat. 

The day after the ex¬ 
plosion, Bob Leonard al¬ 
legedly called his son and 
asked him to retrieve from 
a white van items he said 
he had salvaged from Shir¬ 
ley’s home after the blast. 

“That, of course, is im¬ 
possible because every¬ 
thing in the house was de¬ 
stroyed,” Curry said. “Plus 
no one was allowed access 
to the property after the 
explosion.”

did not attend the White 
House event. 

In a statement, Clinton 
said, “John Kerry has been 
tested — in war, in govern¬ 
ment, and in diplomacy. 
Time and again, he has 
proven his mettle.” 

Obama settled on Ker¬ 
ry for the job even though 
it could cause a political 
problem for Democrats 
in Massachusetts. Kerry’s 
move to State would open 
the Senate seat he has 
held for five terms, giving 
Republicans an opportu¬ 
nity to take advantage. 
Recently defeated GOP 
Sen. Scott Brown would 
be his party’s clear favor¬ 
ite in a special election. 

Kerry would join a 
national security team 
in flux, with Obama ex¬ 
pected to choose a new 
defense secretary and di¬ 
rector of the Central In¬ 
telligence Agency in the 
coming weeks. 

The 69-year-old Kerry 
already has deep relation¬ 
ships with many world 
leaders, formed both dur¬ 
ing his Senate travels and 
as an unofficial envoy for 
Obama. The president 
has called upon Kerry 
in particular to diffuse 
diplomatic disputes in 
Afghanistan and Paki¬ 
stan, two countries that 
will be at the forefront of 
Obama’s foreign policy 
agenda early in his sec¬ 
ond term. 

At times, Kerry has 
been more forward¬ 
leaning than Obama on 
foreign policy issues. He 
was an early advocate 
of an international “no- 
fly zone” over Libya in 
2011 and among the first 


U.S. lawmakers to call 
for Egyptian strongman 
Hosni Mubarak to leave 
power as pro-democracy 
protests grew. Obama lat¬ 
er backed both positions. 

Kerry would take over 
at a State Department 
grappling with the deaths 
of the U.S. ambassador 
to Libya and three other 
Americans during a Sep¬ 
tember attack on the con¬ 
sulate in Benghazi, Libya. 
Kerry, during a hearing 
on the attacks Thursday, 
hinted at how he would 
manage U.S. diplomatic 
personnel working in un¬ 
stable regions. 

“There will always be a 
tension between the dip¬ 
lomatic imperative to get 
'outside the wire’ and the 
security standards that 
require our diplomats to 
work behind high walls,” 
he said. “Our challenge 
is to strike a balance be¬ 
tween the necessity of 
the mission, available re¬ 
sources and tolerance for 
risk.” 

His only other rival for 
the job, U.N. Ambassador 
Susan Rice, faced harsh 
criticism from congres¬ 
sional Republicans for her 
initial accounting of the 
consulate attack. Obama 
vigorously defended Rice, 
a close friend and long¬ 
time adviser, but GOP 
senators dug in, threaten¬ 
ing to hold up her nomi¬ 
nation if the president 
tapped her for the post. 

Rice withdrew her 
name from consideration 
last week, making Kerry 
all but certain to become 
the nominee. People fa¬ 
miliar with the White 
House’s decision-making 
said support within the ad¬ 
ministration was moving 
toward Kerry even before 
Rice pulled out.

armed police officer in every school. 
Meanwhile, he said the NRA would 
develop a school emergency re¬ 
sponse program that would include 
volunteers from the group’s 4.3 mil¬ 
lion members to help guard children. 

His armed-officers idea was im¬ 
mediately lambasted by gun control 
advocates, and not even the NRA’s 
point man on the effort seemed will¬ 
ing to go so far. Former Republican 
Rep. Asa Hutchinson of Arkansas, 
whom LaPierre named national di¬ 
rector of the program, said in an in¬ 
terview that decisions about armed 
guards in schools should be made by 
local districts. 

“I think everyone recognizes 


that an armed presence in schools 
is sometimes appropriate,” Hutchin¬ 
son said. 

“That is one option. I would never 
want to have a mandatory require¬ 
ment for every school district to have 
that.” 

Hutchinson said he’ll offer a plan 
in January that will consider other 
measures such as biometric entry 
points, patrols and consideration of 
school layouts to protect security. 

LaPierre argued that guards 
need to be in place quickly be¬ 
cause “the next Adam Lanza,” the 
suspected shooter in Newtown, 
Conn., is already planning an at¬ 
tack on another school. 

While there is a federally main¬ 
tained database of the mentally 
ill — people so declared by their 
states — a 1997 Supreme Court rul¬ 


ing that states can’t be required to 
contribute information has left sig¬ 
nificant gaps. In any case, creation 
of a mandatory national database 
probably would have had little im¬ 
pact on the ability of suspected 
shooters in four mass shootings 
since 2011 to get and use powerful 
weapons. 

The other people accused ei¬ 
ther stole the weapons used in the 
attacks or had not been ruled by 
courts to be “mentally defective” 
before the shootings. 

New York City Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg said the NRA is blam¬ 
ing everyone but itself for a na¬ 
tional gun crisis and is offering 
“a paranoid, dystopian vision of a 
more dangerous and violent Ameri¬ 
ca where everyone is armed and no 
place is safe.”

Ridding world of wickedness will help prevent future violence

Blame it on the guns. 

No, blame the judges who 
banned God talk in schools, 
along with most lessons 
about right and wrong. 

No, our lousy national 
mental-health care system 
caused this hellish blood¬ 
bath. 

No, the problem is the 
decay of American families, 
with workaholic parents 
chained to their desks while 
their children grow up in 
suburban cocoons with too 
much time on their hands. 

No, it’s Hollywood’s fault. 
How can children tell the 
difference between fantasy 
and reality when they’ve 
been baptized in violent 
movies, television and sin¬ 
gle-shooter videogames? 

Why not blame God? 

These were the questions 
in 1999 when two teen gun¬ 
men at Columbine High 
School in Littleton, Colo., 
killed 13 people and them¬ 
selves in the massacre that 
set the standard for soul- 
searching media frenzies 
in postmodern America. 

After Columbine, Den¬ 
ver’s archbishop wrote an 
agonizing reflection that 
looked toward a future after 
all the headlines and endless 
cable-news coverage. This 
past week, the staff of Arch¬ 
bishop Charles Chaput, now 
leader of the Archdiocese 



Teach children 
real meaning 
of Christmas 
before it arrives 

Dear Dr. Graham: Can 

you give me some advice 
on how to keep our chil¬ 
dren from getting so fo¬ 
cused on their presents on 
Christmas morning that 
we end up forgetting the 
true meaning of Christ¬ 
mas? We face this problem 
every year. 

- Mrs. L.W. 

Dear Mrs. L.W.: I suspect 
most families with young 
children have this prob¬ 
lem; I know we did! 

And after all, don’t we 
want our children to be 
excited about Christmas, 
even if it isn’t always for 
the right reasons? As time 
passes, they’ll grow in 
their understanding. 

One way to deal with 
this is to help your chil¬ 
dren understand the 
meaning of Christmas be¬ 
fore it actually arrives. 

Christmas is only a few 
days away now, but why 
not take a few minutes 
daily until then to read to 
your children about the 
birth of Jesus? (You’ll find 
it in the Bible in Matthew, 
chapters 1 and 3, and in 
Luke, chapter 2.) 

Tell them that one 
reason we give gifts at 
Christmas is because on 
that first Christmas, God 
gave us the greatest gift of 
all — the gift of His Son, 
our Savior. 

Then let me encour¬ 
age you as a family to give 
gifts to people who are 
less fortunate than you. 
Let your children have a 
part in this; they might, 
for example, pick out a toy 
for a local toy drive or give 
some of their allowance to 
an organization that helps 
poor children in other 
parts of the world. 

It will help them be¬ 
come concerned about 
others and not just them¬ 
selves. The Bible says, 
“Share with God’s people 
who are in need” (Romans 
12:13). 

Finally, ask God to help 
you make the meaning of 
Christmas a reality in your 
own lives. Children learn 
from our example as well 
as our words; do they see 
Christ in you?

of Philadelphia, circulated 
those words once again. 
What has changed? 

“The media are already 
filled with ‘sound bites’ of 
shock and disbelief; psy¬ 
chologists, sociologists, 
grief counselors and law 
enforcement officers — 
all with their theories and 
plans,” he wrote. 

“God bless them for it. 
We certainly need help. 
Violence is now pervasive 
in society — in our homes, 
our schools, on our streets, 
in our cars as we drive home 
from work, in the news me¬ 
dia, in the rhythms and lyr¬ 
ics of our music, in films and 
video games. It is so preva¬ 
lent that we have become 
largely unconscious of it. 

“The causes of this vio¬ 
lence are many and compli¬ 
cated: racism, fear, selfish¬ 
ness. But in another, deeper 
sense, the cause is very sim¬ 
ple: We’re losing God, and 
in losing him, we’re losing 
ourselves. The complete 
contempt for human life 
shown by the young killers 


... is not an accident or an 
anomaly or a freak flaw in 
our social fabric. 

“It’s what we create when 
we live a contradiction. We 
can’t systematically kill 
the unborn, the infirm and 
the condemned prisoners 
among us; we can’t glorify 
brutality in our entertain¬ 
ment; we can’t market ava¬ 
rice and greed ... and then 
hope that somehow our 
children will help build a 
culture of life.” 

Columbine unfolded in 
the Easter season, noted 
Chaput, a time in which be¬ 
lievers are reminded that 
even the Son of God was not 
spared the reality of death. 

“The Son of God de¬ 
scended into hell and so 
have we all, over the past 
few days,” noted the arch¬ 
bishop. “But that isn’t the 
end of the story.” 

Now, the Newtown mas¬ 
sacre has shattered the sea¬ 
son of Advent, in the days 
preceding the 12-day sea¬ 
son of Christmas — another 
biblical event that included 


violence and the deaths of 
innocents, as well as the 
singing of angels and signs 
of ultimate hope. 


Little has changed. 
Death is real and life 
is precious. Innocence is 
fragile and sin is terrify¬ 


ingly real. The violence that 
haunts our culture is real 
and at times impossible to 
prevent.

Court upholds penis removal decision

LOUISVILLE - A Kentucky man lost 
his bid Friday to force a doctor to 
pay damages for removing a cancer- 
riddled section of his penis during 
what was scheduled to be a simple 
circumcision. 

The Kentucky Court of Appeals 
found that a jury correctly concluded 
that 66-year-old Phillip Seaton of 
Waddy consented to allow Dr. John 
Patterson to perform any procedure 
deemed necessary during the Oct. 19, 
2007, surgery. 

Patterson, a Kentucky-based 
urologist, maintains he found can¬ 
cer in the man’s penis during surgery 
and that it had to be removed. The 
patient claims the surgery was sup¬ 


posed to be a circumcision and he 
never authorized the amputation, 
nor was he given a chance to seek a 
second opinion. 

“Additionally, there is uncontro¬ 
verted testimony in the record that 
if Mr. Seaton were not treated for the 
penile cancer, it would prove fatal 
in the future,” Judge Janet Stumbo 
wrote for the court. 

Judge Michael Caperton dis¬ 
sented, but did not issue a written 
opinion. 

Clay Robinson, a Lexington-based 
attorney for Patterson, said the opin¬ 
ion was “very well-reasoned” and 
fact-based. 

“You always appreciate when you 
see judges at any level go into that 
amount of detail,” Robinson said. 


Seaton and his wife, Deborah, 
sued Patterson, a Kentucky-based 
urologist, in Shelby County Cir¬ 
cuit Court in 2008. Seaton, now in 
his 60s, was having the procedure 
to better treat inflammation. The 
Seatons also sued Jewish Hospital, 
where the surgery took place. The 
hospital settled with the couple for 
an undisclosed amount. 

Both sides agree that Seaton had 
squamous cell carcinoma, a type of 
skin cancer, in his penis. Patterson 
concluded that a tumor had overtaken 
much of the top of the organ, which 
made it impossible to insert a catheter. 

“He also opined that serious com¬ 
plications and additional surgery 
could result if he did not insert the 
catheter,” Stumbo wrote.
